ASHINGTON, Oct, 24.—Admiral 

Schiey took the stand today in 

his own behalf in the court of 
inquiry which is investigating his con- 
duct as commander-in-chief of the 
“Flying Squadron” during the Ban; 
tlag campaign. He was summoiivd 
a few minutes after the court con- 
vened at 2 o'clock for the aftcrnon 
session, and when the court adjourned 
at 4 o'clock he apparently had only 
gotten weil under way in his testi- 
mony. 

Capt. Charles E. Clark of the Ore- 
gon nad just concluded his statement 
when Mr. Rayner, rising from his seat, 
said: I should like to have Reir-c- 
miral Schiey called.“ 

The admiral accordingly was asked 
to take the stand. it was a turn in 
the proceedings for which appa-cntly 
neither the members of the court, its. 
officers nor the spectators were pro 
pared, and a murmur of surprise w 4s 
heard on all sides.

SCHLEY'S GALLANT SPEECH. 
In response to a question by Mr. Ray- 
ner, Maj. Murphy detailed an incident 
in which Commodore Schiey figured at 
the close of the battle of July 3. Maj. 
Murphy said: “I,remember the inci- 
dent distinctly, because it made a very 
great impression on me at the time. It 
was when they were preparing a cutter 
to take Capt. Cook to the Colon to re- 


ceive tbe surrender of that 
ship. She had hauled down her 
flag and was ashore. The of- 


ficers and many of the men were 
gathered forward in the neighorhood 
of the forecastle and Commodore Schiey 
add them, cautioning them not 
to cheer when the Spanish captain came 
on board. He spoke of their gallantry. 
that they had made u good fight and 
that they should not be humiliated; 
that we should treat them chivalrously 
and not humiliate them by cheering. 
It was a gallant speech, and we all 
felt it very deeply. The commodore 
made the same speech about midnight 
of the same day, when we were rang- 
ing alongside the lowa, and we had 
rned that Admiral Cervera and his 
officers were on board thet ship. It 
afterward developed that Admiral Cer- 
vera heard Com Schiey make 
the remark, and he appreciated it very 
much, so we were told.” 
COMMANDER HARLOW. 

Maj. Murphy was then excused, and 
Commander Harlow called. Capt. 
Lemly asked him about the ceoaling of 
the ships of the Flying Squadron” on 
May 2 and 2%. He said that on the 25th 
no one would have attempted to coal 
ship, and that without expertence coal- 
ing could not have been undertaken in 
the forenoon of the Sth.

Lemily, the witness said he remembered 
the incident of Commodore Schiey's 
transferring his flag from the Brooklyn 
to the Massachusetts on May 51, for 
the purpose of making a reconnotr- 
sance, the Vixen having been used for 
that purpose. He had seen the commo- 
dore both going and coming, and had 
apoken to him on his return, 

“What, if anything, was said when 
returning about the guns that were 

discovered or developed?” 

“A remark was made, I think, by 
myself that at any rate we had de- 
veloped the batteries. Commodore 
Schiey replied that, ‘That was what 
we went in for. A remark was also 
made by Commodore Schiey about a 
ten-inch gun on a disappearing car- 
riage, which we did not beiteve, We 
found afterward the disappearang car- 
riage was a tree.” 

“What was the manner and bearing 
of Commodore Schley upon this o¢ca- 
sion?” 

SCHLEY LOOKED BADLY. 

“Commodore Schiey looked badly. 
and as I would have suspected from a 
man who probably had been up a great 
deal at night and laboring under a 
great feeling of responsibility. From 
the impression at the time he seemed 
to be seriously affected by the situa- 
tion as a result of his watching and 
the feeling of responsibility.” 

“Have you ever said in regard to this 
matter, That there is no doubt but 
what Schley was worried over the sit- 
uation and afraid to take the responsi- 
bility?’ “ 

“I sald that in my own private notes, 
my diary, as my opinion at the time.” 

Mr. Rayner called attention to this 
answer and said that the witness's 
opinion was not evidence. 

Admiral Dewey: The question was 
eminently proper. The answer went a 
‘littl too far. Answer that question, 
not from your own opinion.” 

The witness: Of course I shall have 
to limit my reply to that by saying he 
looked badly.”

The large audience manifested signs 
of interest as the captain of the Or 
gon approached the witness stan. 
Admiral Dewey smiled as he walked 
around to the end of the table to ad- 
minister the oath. Capt. Clark at first 
spoke in an undertone, and was two 
or three times requested to raise his 
voice. This he did as he progressed, 
and was soon distinctly heard in the 
vicinity of the court. 


At the request of Mr. Rayner, he be- 
gan a deacription of the battle of July 
3, as follows: 

“When we discovered the Fpanleh 
ships coming out, our fleet closed in 
‘at once to attack them, each ship be- 
ing ordered to keep her head directly 
toward the harbor entrance. The 
Spaniards turned to the westward, 
breakine through out line, and cross 
ing ft, and our ships swung off to the 
westward in pursuit. Both sides 
opened fire promptly and fired rapidity. 


OREGON'S MOVEMENTS. 

“The Oregon ran between the Iowa 
and the Texas and the next ships to 
the westward in our line, and soon 
after we sighted four Spanish ships 
ahead, apparentiy uninjured at that 
time. They had gained so much ground 
that I believed they had been success- 
ful in attempting to escape, but it was 
soon evident that we were\ gaining at 
least on on of them, which afterward 
proved to be the Maria Teresa, the flag - 
ship, and I thought we should bring 
her to clore action, but might be ex- 
posed to the concentrated fire of all 
the ships. Just then the smoke lifted 
or broke away to the left. I discovered 
the Brooklyn. She was well forward of 
our port beam and broadside to the 
enemy's fleet. Her course was, per- 
haps, a little divergent from ours, be- 
cause the Oregon was attempting to 
draw up on the Teresa. But the 
Brookiyn eni Oregon maintiined this 
relative position, bow and quarter, ap- 
proximately to the end of the battle. 
the Brooklyn steamnig straight ahead 
as nearly as I could judge and ecngag- 
Pe any and all of the Spanish ships,

SUPPRESSION OF HAZING AT WEST 
‘POINT ACADEMY.

Discipline of Cadets Has Greatly Im- 
proved’ and New Training Has Made 
_ Exceptional Progress—Col. Mills’s An- 


nual Report. 1 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-P.M.} 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The most 
important feature of the annual report 
of Col. A. I. Mills, Superintendent of 
the Military Actidemy, felates to the 
measures taken for the suppression cf 
hazing. Treating of discipline he says: 
“The discipline of the corps of cadets 
has greatly improved during the year, 
and is now in an excellent state. It is 
believed no military body of its ze 
exists which excels it in soldierly ap- 
pearance and in the perfection of drill 
and military exercises, as well as in 
the higher requirements of devotion to 
duty. This satisfactory condition has 
been attained by firm adherenge to the 
measures adopted during the past three 
years to create among the cadets a 
higher soldierly regard for their obli- 
gations, in particular those pertaining 
to hazing.” 
He then reviews what has been done, 
mentions the criticisms passed upon 
the academy, and the measures taken 
to stop hazing, and adds: : 
“Throughout the past summer's en- 
campment, which is the time when new 
cadets are being initiated into their 
new life, and when hazi ie ordinarily, 
practiced, it is a fact that the great 
majority of cadets have obeyed the new 
order of affairs and the regulations 
loyally and willingly. There has been 
no pre-arranged fighting, and new 
cadet training has made exceptional 
progress, One cadet was severely pun- 
ished for giving an unauthorized and 
absurd order to a new cadet, and an- 
other for exceeding his authority as a 
drili master over them. action of 
the latter is, it is bellesed, through ex- 
cessive zeal, rather than a hazing 
spirit. Another reform has also been 


| accomplished—the abolition of what is 


known as official hazing, or harsh or 
nagging tones of the cadet instructors 
over new cadets and cadet officers ex- 
ercising authority, and the substitu- 
tion therefor of methods for appropri- 
ate training and education of young 
men to command in an American army. 
“The reforms that have. n indi- 
cated mark an important era in the his- 
tory of discipline and military instruc- 
tion at the academy. Diligence and 
discretion on the part of the responsible 
officers will make these reforms per- 
manent without in the slightest degree 
marring the perfection of drill, ap- 
pearance and discipline. The custom 
among cadets of settling disputes or 
difficulties among themselves by pre- 
arranged and often brutal fist fights 
is over, and there need be no appre- 
hension that the stoppage of such af- 
fairs will in any way impair a proper 
habit of manly self-defense against 
personal assaults or insult.” 7 


PLAGUE IN TURKEY. 
MEASURES TO OVERCOME IT. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The United 
States Sanitary Commissioner at Con- 
stantinople has made a report on the 
plague in that city, which he says has 
been prevalent since last April. He 
reports that twenty cases have oc- 
curred, although the local authorities, 
following the example of the Sultan, 
have shown much willingness in taking 


says the disease has been 
type as compared with the epidemic in 
China and India, where the plague 
death rate reaches 80 per cent. and 
more. The Sultan has appointed a san- 
itary commission of experts, whose in- 
structions immediately on the manifes- 
tation of bubonic plague are to take all 
necessary preventive steps without be- 
ing obliged to report to any official 
authority whatever.

AUSTRIA ANXIOUS. 

RECASTING CUSTOMS TARIFF. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

VIENNA, Oct. 4.—{[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] At a meeting of committees rep- 
resenting Austraiian agricultural and 
manufacturing interests held in Vienna 
last night to discuss measures for 
coping with transoceanic competition 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“In view of the commercial policy of 
the United States and the example of 
Germany, a complete recasting of the 
Austro-Hungarian customs tariff is ad- 
visable, in order to afford adequate 
and permanent protection to industry 
and agriculture, to facilitate the con- 
clusion of favorable commercial con- 
ventions and to promote exportation. 

“Following the example of the United 
States, facilities offered by the customs 
tariff for concessions should te turnei 
to advantage in the case of every in- 
dividual State. Treaties should contain 
no clause granting the most favored 
nation treatment in a genera! and un- 
restricted sense; but clauses should be 
inserted providing for reciprocity and 
equivalent advantages.” | 

A further resolution advocated the 
conclusion of commercial treates for 
long periods Where they would gite 
sufficient protection to home uc- 
tion, but recommended treaties’ for 
short periods with the United States 
and the Argentine Republic, urging in 
conclusion that the countries of Cen- 
tral Europe should stand united for 
a common defense against transoceanic 
competition.“

No-English Steel Trust 
tko Be Formed. 


Tobacco War Interests 
Great Britain. 


With Splendid Machinery and 
New Methods America is 
Dangerous Rival.

LONDON, Oct. 2%4.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] On the authority of the secre- 
tary of one of the largest steel com- 
panies in England, a representative of 
the Associated Press is able to say 
that there will not be any steel trust 
here. There may possibly be 
some combinations of the smaller con- 
cerns, but the steel trade of England 
is practically in- the hands of three 
firms, and these concerns emphatically 
deny, that they contemplate amalgama- 
tion or absorption. 

It appears that a firm of London 
brokers associated with John R. Bart- 
lett of New York approached the lead- 
ing houses here, but received an em- 
phatic refusal to agree to the proposi- 
tions made. 

Bolokow, Vaughan &.Co., whose cap- 
ital is £4,000,000, informed the repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press that 
whatever success Mr. Bartlett might 
have with smaller concerns, he could 
not form anything that could, in com- 
mon sense, be called a trust without 
the inclusion of Guest, Keen & Co,, 
with a capital of over £3,000,000; Cam- 
mell & Go., with a capital of £1,750,000, 
and Bolokow, Vaughan & Co., all of 
whom agreed in denying that they in- 
tend to combine. Mr. Bartlett's propo- 
sitic.. is not taken seriously. 

Representatives of Andrew Carnegie, 
J. Pierpont Morgan and others likely to 
be affected, if such a Wust were within 
sight, are all ignorant of even its sug- 
gestion, and pointed out the futility of 
endeavoring to amalgamate the large 
steel interests of England with such 
an inadequate capital as the sum of

It is advisalle, ct any tate, to 
keep stab.e manures covered with 
one till ready for application to the 
Overestimated Crops. | 
An orange grower at Redlands ob- 
jects to a statement recently made by 
a citizen of that town as to the quan- 
tity of that will be produced at 
Rediands this season. Somehow the 
statement got into print to the effect 
that “the orchards are loaded, the qual- 
ity is excellent, and the record will be 
broken for quantity.” The grower 
writes: “It is so far from the facts as 
to demand correction. Every season 
the newspapers are full of extravagant 
estimates of the orange crop, inspired 
by ignorance, buyers’ influence or the 
railways. Last fall the figures were 
25.000 to 30,000 carloads of oranges. 
This year they run from 20,000 to 26.000. 
The Times’ estimate is 17,500. As far as 
Redlands is concerned the coming crop 
short.

Oranges. 

On a visit to Glendale Wednesday I 
noticed an orange orchard in which 
there was 26 to 50 per cent. of the fruit 
split open and ruined all over the prem- 
ises. This disease, or lack of proper 
sap assimilation win cut down the 


orarge crop materially in many of the 


chief localities producing this fruit. It 
seems as prevalent as usual and much 
more destructive than it has been in 
past seasons. The Glendale orchard 
contains trees upon which the fruit is 
entirely ruined. The trees were irri- 
gated from a small stream supplying 
but an inch to fifteen acres, and they 
must have grown their fruit thus as a 
result of uneven watering. 


Various causes have been assigned to

absolute proof ot any theory is forth- | 


coming, observation justifies the belief 
that this trouble comes from “spotted” 
or improper irrigation, or any physical 
cause that promotes unevenness in 
quality and quantity of circulation. 
The remedy then is thoroughness in 
eultivation, in the application of water, 
and care in the time irrigation is ap- 
plied.

It is to the New York Post we must 
turn to find out that the gardens of 
Bahia and Pernambuco produce a se- 
lect orange” far superior to the Wash- 
ington navel. Well, perhaps that 
statement is true, but it is sadly lack- 
ing in verification. I know of two or 
three ranchers who willl soon prove the 
value of the Fost's statement, for they 
have ‘in bearing this season a large 
number of these new Bahia kinds. The 
orange is much longer than the ordi- 
nary variety, but the quality is cer- 
tainly not known to be superior. The 
Post gives some very interesting points 
upon the origin of our favorite fruit 
not found in the usual story of the 
origin of the Tibbett’s trees: 

First— The navel orange tree does 
not exist in the “swamps of Bahia,” 
but by careful cultivation in the gar- 
dens of Bahia. Pernambuco and other 
Brazilian States. 

Second—The name “navel” did not 
originate in California, but is the 
translation of the Portuguese word 
“embigo;” the orange is called in 
Brasil ‘“laranja’/ d’embigo,” navel 
orange, and this name was certainly 
given owing to the resemblance in an 
exaggerated form of the human navel. 

Third—The tree from which the Con- 
sul must have obtained the shoots cou & 
not have been a “horticultural freak.“ 
as there were thousands of navel 
orange trees in Bahia and different 
parts of Brazil. .

Raising Macaroni Wheats. 

About fifteen million pounds of for- 
eign macaroni are imported into this 
country each year, solely because, be- 
ing made from true macaroni wh 


than our domestic macaroni, which is 
made almost entirel from bread 
wheats. Moreover, the imported maca- 
roni sells at a much higher price. With 
the fact in view that all the cost of the 
imported uct would be saved to 
this country if the farmers and mi 

would furnish our factories with the 
right kind of material, the Department 
of Agriculture has been making exten- 
sive investigations on the subject. 

Macaroni wheats differ radically from 
the ordinary bread eats, and in the 
field look more like bariey than wheat. 
They are ertremely resistant to drought 
and resist the attacks of leaf rust and 
smuts to an unusual degree. On the 
other hand. they will not withstand 
hard winters, anu are usually grown as 
spring wheats.

THE APIARY. 
Bees and Honey. 


A correspondent of the American Bee 
Journal tells how he has dealt with 
some bad lots of combs, among which 
the moth-eaten are the worst, and ref- 
use from other combs, to get the wax 
out of them. He makes a sort of jacket 
tin kettle by a process which he de- 
scribes, but which we think would be 
much more trouble and tome more ex- 
pense than to buy a double boiler in a 
department store or to put a small 
wash boiler in a large one. But the 
really new idea, to us at least, is that 
he found where there was much refuse 
there was pot wax enough to rise 
above it, and the lower surface of the 
wax must be taken off and melted 
again, which many have had to do, 
and by adding about one pound of salt 
to each gallon of water the wax rose 
oe it adding about 12 per cent. to 
t weight or buoyaney of the water, 
and it being raised above the water in 

. It 'ooke plausible, but 
we see no reason whv the other ma- 
or refuse would not be 
buoyed up by the salt in the water, 
but perhaps not to the same extent, as 
wax, like se, will float where other 
materials sink in water.
